The explosion oeeured just after 
tbeee men bad reaobed tbe bottom 
of the abaft for tbair ilirbt wwk. 

Tbe body of Will Huiihes was blown 
from tbe bottom of the shaft and 
landed on tbe roof of the weigh- 
taonae In (he pl^bead baildiog well 
above tbe surface, a dlatanoe of 
more than 800 feet from the bottom. 
Laddera in tbe air abaft manway 
war* torn away for aboat half tha 
dlatanoe from the bottom and the 
baildlng at the head of tbe air abaft 
was blown to piecea and acattered 
aboot, tbe bulk of it haTing been 
blown over tbe top of a ayoamore 
tree, breaking limbs off tbe tree in 
lu descent. Tboa. Peyton, of thla 
place, and H. R. Tweedle, of Vic- 
toria, were among the mining men 
present who assisted in (be work 
throagbeat tbe night, Tweedle 
being the first to descend the airsliaft 
with a light to test the air and feel 
his war toward the bottom. At the 
bottom of tbe aixteentb ladder be 
decendeU he found the lower lad- 
ders had been displaced by the ox 
plosion and could go no further. 
Yesterday morning Tboa. Long, of 
tins place, and Huw J<ineH, of Gen- 
Oral City, went as far dowu tbe shaft 
aa tbe debris would allow, finding 
tbat the shaft waa filled with wreck- 
age to the depth of perjiapa 16 or 90 
feet. The oonditlona were sacb that 
mining men ezpreaaed tbe belief 
^bat tbe clearinar of (be aaaft would 
be difllcult and Blow, but evury of- 
fort would be made to recover tbe

A telephone call was made from 
here Bundar night to the resoae ata- 
(ion at Evansvill^, asking (hat the 
rescue oar be sent (o MadisonviUe, 



but the response said the oar was at 
KnoXTlUe, Tano. 

The usual nijfht force Is from 15jto 
18 men and the report was at first 
current on tbe atreeta of MadlaonTiUe 
that eighteen men had been loBt. 
Tnose who looked at the Bhaft fol- 
lowing the nolRe of tlie expIoBion 
saw maob timber and debris flying 
high in the air. Then a great mass 
of dense, black smoke rolled out of 
the shaft and tbe air from the mine 
cleared In a abort time. For(aa- 
ately no fire followed the explosion. 
The damaee cannot be estimated un- 
til the wreckai<:e ia ramoTcd and tiie 
mine explored. 

Mr. Uollowell was formerly em 
ployed at the Victoria mine and 
was well known here. He waa about 
21 years old and leaves a wife and 
one child. Mrs. HoUowell was so 
overcome by tbe news tbat her life 
waa for a time almoat deapaired of. 

Yesterday afternoon AHBintant 
Inapector Long, Tboa. Peyton, H 
R. Tweedle and othera reaobed the 
bottom uf the main Bhaft and ex 
plored all the mine (ha( was acces 
sible, bu( were nnable (o looa(e any 
bodies, which are now known to be 
buried under the debris and may be 
lu the sump at the foot of the main 
ahaf(, which la filled wi(h wreckage 
of (be ahaft and mine. Borne eigb ty 
feet of the partition in the main 
shaft was torn out by tbe exploaipn. 
Thaaoarobora found tbo bodioa of 
all four of tbo aisloo that ware in 
the mine.
